WINTER STORAGE OF VEGETABLES. 


TJie Host J'liu-e Is 11 Good ISoot Cellar. 


How to Malco Ono. 


TLo-bost piaco to winter vegetables 


is a Kootl i'uoc eel l:iv. Au ordinary honse 
collar, with iis stouo walls and cement 
floors, with tlio tumperaturo as high as 
the living room, is 0110 of tho poorest 
places possible to keep vegetables. All 
root crops should "bo kegt as nearly as 
thoy wore growu :is possible, which is 
in the dark. To keep them from grow- 
ing they should be where tho tempera- 
ture is but little abovo tho froozins 
point, and to koop. thorn i'resh thoy must 
tie kept moist. To jmt vegetables away 
iu boxes of sand in tho house collar is 
ono of the worst methods possible, -be- 
canso HODO of the conditions limned is 
oompliod witli. 


A root cellar should ho nearly all 'be- 


low tho snrfnoo. Side walls will bo nec- 
essary, and upon these should bo sprung 
an arch as flat as is safe. In tho center 
of the roof there should 1.10 a pioco of 
drainpipe 6 inches, in diameter to al- 
low tho heat that will naturally como 
up from tho bottom to puss off. It should 
ha.vo double doors, tho outer ones on tbo 
slant, like tho ordinary ontsido cellar 
door. Pnt the vegetables 011 tho floor, 
which should bo tho natural earth, 
aud cover with sand just ns it is taken 
from tho bank. Pot a cap over tho ven- 
tilating pipe to kcoi> out the light, but 
not so tight that tho warm air from bo- 
low cannot csoiipo freely. In such a cel- 
lar caulilinwors, if pat In when tho 
heads bopin to form, and if tho roots 
are covered with Baud, will develop 
their head* perfectly, so that these huc- 
uries may be enjoyed almost the whole 
winter. Cabbage with heads but half 
grown will perfect their growth before 
spring and bo farraoro delicate nnd ten- 
dor than if put away fully grown. 


\Vhero Init few vegetables are to bo 


kept, and tho garden is of a sandy na- 
ture, with a gravelly subsoil, the author- 
ity for tho foregoing tolls in The Ameri- 
can Agriculturist; that there is no more 
dimple plan tlum to sink n few sugar 
barrels in tho ground, leaving choir tops 
bnt six inches abovo tho surface, Crst 
taking both heads out. 
Into theso put 


rho vegetables, filling them but half 
way, and then covering with ;ui ordi- 
nary barrel cover. Tho warmth from 
below will keep out all frost from ubovo 
•unless tho temperature falls below zero: 
then some old matting should be thrown 
over the tops of tho barrels, only to bo 
removed when vegetables aro wanted. 
Tho writer has kopt beets, turnips, car- 
rots aud parsnips until tho middle of 
April in .this w;iy, and tho last taken 
out woro as fresh as when put away in 
the fall. 
Cauliflower :ind cabbage can 


also be kept porf'.x-tlv in tho same man- 
ner. 


I'ulluros of Superphosphate?.. 


It is a common experience that tho 


application of superphosphate of limo to 
.jfiill wheat is entirely without any re- 
sult, and tho nioiiey,oxpoi«lod seoins to 
t>e thrown :i\vay. This is doubtless tho 
effect of the limo often applied to tho 
soil at this season or to limo already 
existing iu the soil. 
It is necessary to 


• understand ! he nature of superphosphate 


to perceive Jtow this result is unavoid- 
able in casrs when there is lime exist- 
ing in the soil, says Henry Stewart, who 
explains in The American Agriculturist 
that superphosphate is made by dissolv- 
ing common phosphate of lime, whether 
existing in the form of bones or the 
mineral phosphate, by sulphuric acid. 
Tho result of this process is easily seen 
by the following figures: 


" Common phosphate consists of one 


atom of phosphoric 
acid and three 


atoms of lime. It is insoluble in water. 
Neutral or reverted phosphate is made 
up of ono atom of "phosphoric acid, two 
atoms of lime and ono atom of water. 
This is slowly soluble in water. Super- 
phosphate consists of one atom of phos- 
phoric acid, one of limn and two atoms 
of water. This is completely soluble in 
water. 


Understanding this, we pewivo why 


it is that the common phosphate or bone 
is put through this process to make a 
fertilizer. Jt :is because tho phosphoric 
acid is immediately available iu the 
superphosphate, while iu tho common 
phosphate it is almost completely in- 
soluble, nr when in bones on!y very 
slowly soluble, and in the reverted form 
it, is much tho sninc, Br.t when tho su- 
perphosphate eoiuos into contact with 
lime this loosely held phosphoric acid 
at once rccorubines with ono atom 
of limo, forming insoluble reverted 
phosphoric acid, and this has no percep- 
tible effect on tho crop. It, however, 
lasts many ynars, but it acts so slowly 
as to bo practically useless. 


Sorghum nnd SorRlium SuRar. 


Tho four conditions which are consid- 


ered essential to the successful extension 
of tho sorghum sugar industry iu Amer- 
ica arc: The locality selected for grow- 
ing tho cane must bo well toward tho 
south and similar in its climatic condi- 
tions to the eastern and middle south- 
ern tier of counties in Kansas. Tho seed 
used must be from selected aud pedi- 
greed strains. Tho factories for manu- 
facturing tho cane must be of tho high- 
est order of workmanship :ind capable 
of rapid work without danger of delay, 
Tho fiscal attitude of the govarnment 
toward sugar must bo favorable under 
tho present advancement of processes. If 
theso four favorable conditions could bo 
secured, Dr. Wiley, tho government 
chemist, believes that there is no reason 
to doubt tho rapid increase in the devel- 
opment of tho sorghum sugar industry 
until it would become an important fac- 
tor in supplying the sugar consumption 
of tho United States,

BEEKEEPING AS A BUSINESS. 


Bncccss Depend* on Knowing What to Do 


and PoliiR It In Time. 


•Mr. Charles Dadant, whose opinions 


aro worth quoting, has been asked 
whether it pays to make a business of 
keeping bees, a difficult question to an- 
swer, for a. great many circumstances 
can influence results. Among those in- 
fluences ho mentions, in Tho Prairie 
Farmer, the ability of tho beekeeper to 
understand his business and to give to 
his bees tho necessary attention at the 
right time, tho location iu which tho 
hives will bo placed, tho kind of hives 
to be used, etc. A great many persons 
imagine that to keep bees successfully 
it is but necessary to locate thorn on a 
quiet spot, to watch them during the 
swarming season aud to toko tho sur- 
plus of their harvest. Such were indeed 
tho ouly conditions required before tho 
invention of the movable frame hives, 
an invention which afforded to tho bee- 
keepers tho moans of studying more 
oarofully tho habits of bees, to obtain 
larger crops with less risks of losing 
them iu winter. 


From the nbovo it follows that a 


inan who does not know tho business of 
keeping boos ought to begin cautiously 
with bnt a few colonies, snv two or 


throe, and study tho habits of bees in 
books at first. Then, in verifying the 
teachings of tho books, by opening the 
hives and examining tho combs and by 
watching outside, tho going1 in and out 
of bees. Such a study will take at laast 
ono year. Then, if tho apprentice bee- 
keeper finds some pleasure iu the work, 
.bo can buy a few more colonies and in- 
crease their number either by natural 
or artificial swarming or by buying baes. 


Tho locality in which tho bees are 


kept has also' a largo influence on the 
honey crop, yet it is but a ''question of 
larger or smaller profits, for an apiary 
surrounded with lindens, white clover 
or alfalfa 
and bordered with cottou 


lauds covered with marshy flowers has 
better chance to succeed than any other, 
but a skilled beekeeper can have some 
success, oven in a poor location. Anoth- 
er stumbling block iu beekeeping is tho 
kind of hive to use. Abovo all, advise a 
boginnor not to buy patented hives, for 
most of theso vendors of patent hives do 
not know the habits of bees and sell 
inventions moro injurious than useful. 


As beginners aro inclined to risk as 


little as possible, jMr. Dndaut warns 
them against the use of small hives, 
which require moro work, more feeding 
of bees for winter and spring and do not 
give us good results as larger ones. To 
his mind a ten frame Langstroth hive is 
not even largo enough. Ee prefers hives 
containing 10 or 11 Quinby frames. 
These frames aro larger aud longer than 
tho Laugstroth, nnd although whitoelo- 
ver is his only resource his crop can 
compete for quantity with those of bee- 
keepers using small hives located ii: 
moro prosperous districts. 


Tho conditions of success in beekeep- 


ing, after the selection of the hive, can 
bo summed up in ;i few words — to know 
what to do and to do it in time. 


Storluc of 
Corn. 


The methods of gathering and storing 


corn intended for planting were given 
by :i?0 western farmers last year. Tho 
great care used in selecting and preserv- 
ing the seed was a matter of surprise 
and gratification. About half of the 370 
go through the fields as soon as tho corn 
begins to ripen and gather ears of the 
most desirable shape and those which 
mature . lirst. Jlost of the remainder 
wait .until husking time, then, placing 
a box or bun-el in one end of the wagon, 
keep separate such ears as corno nearest 
to their idea of lirst class corn. Soinose- j 
Icct tho best ears when unloading at tho | 
crib. 
Ono waits until planting time,

then goes to the crib and picks out his j 
seed. 


But probably iho most important part 


of tho whole operation is curing and 
storing. The main point is to dry it be- 
fore freezing weather sets iu. This, says 
American Agrieulturtst.is accomplished 
by hanging to rafters in an open shed 
by means of the Musks or wires, stack- 
ing tho oars like corrtwood on boards 
placed overhead in a granary, machinery

Will you kindly glvo 
bearer a photograph forour use in making 
the Illustration, for which I take the liber- 
ty of thanking you in advance?" 


It Is always .hnrd to refuse a polite re- 


quest, particularly when It is supposed to 
bo flattering. 
I was compelled to refuse 


this on'o from tho fact, which I mentioned 
•in reply, that I had no photograph, and 
that such a thing, so far as I knew, was 
not in existence. I also informed tho 
courteous editor that I should much pre- 
fer that ho should not publish the article 
referred to, though I had no right, as I 
was awaro, to insist on my preference. In 
those days it seems to bo the privilege of 
everybody to print what ho chooses about 
anybody, and most of us, I admit, what- 
ever our assumptions, really like if. unless 
the printed article happens to be ill natur- 
cd or abusive. 
Most ot us, too, are. fond 


of having our photographs taken nnd see- 
ing them reproduced in newspapers and 
periodicals. 


I presume that I Imvo fully the average 


amount of self love, perhaps even more, 
bnt I am not interested In my own per- 
sonal presentment or in witnessing its 
multiplication; hence I am a photograph- 
less crcatr.ro and expect to continue so to 
tho cud. 1 know that any man who has 
ever written a lino will bu asked for his 
photograph—tho asking lias long ceased 
to bo o compliment-—and that tho easiest 
thing for him, if ho be unwilling to be 
counterfeited, is to abstain from the luxury 
of being photographed. I am sure I have 
saved myself considerable trouble by this 
sagau'.ous course, for all ink fiends will bo 
pcriodica:iy importuned to furnish their 
photographs. 
Thoy can't escape it any 


moro than they can escape death, defama- 
tion, tho measles or the interviewing re- 
porter. But if one has never faced a cam- 
era ono need no: fe;ir lacing the public on 
a printed page. What has never becu done 
cannot be duplicated. 


I do cot condemn photography or pho- 


tographing. 
On tho contrary, I approve 


of it, generally and particularly. I think 
It excellent for all concerned. A photo- 
graph is tho best advertisement! possible, as 
players, politicians, lecturers and show- 
men of every f:nide havo lo.'ig known. 
People like tu look at photographs, and 
photographs, one may fancy, like to be 
looked at. There is a genuine and univer- 
sal passion for photography. No man 
seems to bo too poor to pay for photo- 
graphs of himself. 
Somo persons appear 


to spend a good part of their income in 
buying them. The mortal without a, pho- 
tograph would seem to be as forlorn as a 
man without a name, an enemy or a coun- 
try. 
Photographs are the signs of tho 


times, tho svmptoms of the popular fcel- 
iup. 
The whole world delights in photo- 


graphs and refuses tu f<jr..-go i.liem. 


Why then, somo one may ask, do you 


forego them? The simplest answer is be- 
cause I prefer to. I have my own theory 
on this topic. For many years, since I 
first dipped myself in ink, I havo had re- 
quests for my photograph, and they havo 
Invariably been denied. Some persons 
havo taken my denial seriously. Thoy 
have undcrUiken to showmn that my de- 
cision was wrong; that it wait opposed to 
my interest; that ho who cares to succeed 
should exploit himself in every possible 
manner. I granted that. 
Then I was 


gravely informed that everybody sent pho- 
tographs when asked, 
i^fy nnswor was 


that I am not everybody; 1 am my unpre- 
tending self alone. 
Being plainly regard- 


ed as affected, or eccentric, the subject was 
discontinued, only to ho revived and ar- 
gued on t.hc next oeeasiun.

-thnt tho higher tho race the finer and more 
delicate Its scent, and that of nil the. typos 
of mankind tho Mongolian hss the most 
pungent nnd rapr.puant omanntlon. lam 
not blessed with such wonderful supersen- 
Sltlvonosg, bur. I cnu bear him out in re- 
gard to Chinese ranrkucs. 
They are with- 


out exception tlio most malodorous affairs 
on earth, tho city oC Cologne, with its 40 
distinct stlufcs, noteiccptcd. In the chol- 
era or plague season tlio market is always 
n contet of contagion. Even tho luckless 
rats who compete with two logged rivals 
for o scanty living come out and" die from 
utter inability to stand tho awful fumes 
nnd vapors ot tlio place. 


. 4 Tlio First Principle*. 


Tho principles of n Cliineso market arc 


very simple. First, it should bo located In 
the'oldest, foulest and most densely popu- 
lated district; in tho city. Second, it 
should havo no drains, sowers, culverts or 
cesspool*. All drnln.igo should run into 
tho thoroughfare or sonh Into the ground. 
Third, tho walks and stalls should bo ot 
porous brlclt'. or permeable yiu-th, so "s to 
absorb any and nil liquids liable to decny. 
Fourth, the stall and buildings should ba 
as old nn:l roiten ns possible. Filth, noth- 
ing In tho neighborhood should bu washed, 
cleaned, repaired or improved.

these auspices a market assumes character- 
istics unknown to Christendom. At the 
end of 10 or 20 years It requires no hand- 
bill nor signboard. It cim bo.distinctly 
Bmellcu a half milo nway In any and every 
direction. 
Starving curs prick up their 


oars when .10 squares1 distant and break 
into a run for Its redolent avenues. 


A Chinese market opens early and does 


most of Its business long before breakfast 
time. There arc no ice and no cool store- 
rooms. In tlio hot climate perishable goods 
must bo sold quickly, it they arc to be 
eaten or if the dealer Is to uiako any 
profit. 
The customers aro out ns early as 


tho shopkeepers and often struggle and 
fight for their goods buforu they aro un-

Her meat and, In 
fact, tho moat of all tho .'oat family from 
the tiger and uhootah down is rack and 
nauseating.

Tho rat and 


mouse occupy a peculiar position in tho 
oriental cuisine. Their meat is said to be. 
quite pleusr.nt, resembling rabbit and 
squirrel. They are not popular ns food, 
however, but merely ns medicine. Tho 
Chinese world believes them to bo the 
best if not the only hair reviver nnd hair 
tonle extant. • For promaturo grayness, 
for drynoss and brlttleness, for dandrutt 
and sculp eruptions tho gre/it treatment 
Is a rat diet. In discussing this one day 
a Cantonese gentleman who had studied 
in i'alo college and was extremely well 
informed assured me that all threo of his 
wives had been threatened with premature 
baldness and only found n cure in tho ro- 
donts luimoil.

dile are eaten, the other two members of 
tho reptile family—the tunloaud snake- 
are not. The entire fish world is put un- 
der tribute, from tho bulky shark and 
sawfish to the humble wholk, conch and 
sea niiemonc.

SOME WELL KNOWN WRITERS EARN | 


PRINCEL-Y INCOMES. 


Journalists Who JIccclvc Larco Salnrlcn. 


But Deponent Sirs NorluDS About tbo 
Hardrrorfccd Scribes Who Are Paul Lllco

NEAV YORE, Nov. 12.— J&mcs Redpath, 


who was one of the most successful wf 
American writers in his earnings, said not 
long before his death n few years ago that 
tho best that a writer could hope to do in 
tho way of nn income was to earn perhaps 
os much ns $7,000 a year and that only 
for a few years. The number of men who 
woro able to receive as mucli as that in a 
year for their writings was very small, he 
thought, and it is probable that these fig- 
ures represent tlio largest sum ever receiv- 
ed by Mr. Redpath in a single year. 


Were Sir. Rcdpnth now alive and famil- 


iar with Mmo of the earnings ot writers 
ho would probably bo tl:o first to acknowl- 
edge that a great change bad occurred 
within the past four or live years, and ono 
which makes it now a temptation for 
those who have facility with tho pen and 
the capacity to u;c it so as to meet tho 
popular demand to m.nkoof writing .1 pro- 
fession or an exclusive moans of liveli- 
hood. Tho manager who li.is tho Ameri- 
can trip of Dr. Conau Doylo in charge is 
quoted as saying that Dr.. Doyle is likely 
to make as much money upon his present 
lecturing trip as Dickons did. Very likely 
the manager was misunderstood, for Dick- 
ons, becauso of his extraordinary popu 
laricy, was ablu to take back from Amen- 
can net sum of more than $100,000. al- 
though some of his expenses were very 
heavy. Yet Dr. Doyle will undoubtedly 
corn as n lecturer a good deal of money, 
and that will be duo to bis popularity ns 
n writer. Tho figures which are some- 
times published sotting forth tho earnings 
ot popular writers aro not always reliable. 
Yet those who, havo bad somo dealings 
with Dr. Doyle in bundling his manil-

not make any estimate of the royalties 
paid to him for his plays. 


These, however, aro illustrations taken 


from the experience of thoso who have 
gained a very wide popularity as writers 
of fiction. It would scarcely be fair'to 
judge of the valuo <if tlio great market 
that exists nowadays for popular writing 
by tho successes (if those who have gained 
fame in tho field of romanoe and fiction. 
The writer .upon general topics whose 
name is not ki:o\vn to the general public 
finds a vastly i.ucre±?icg market for his 
work. A few years ago $100 a week was 
regarded as a princely salary for any 
writer associated with a newspaper ei- 
ceptlng those who had proprietary inter- 
ests. Horace Greeiey himself until within 
a few years of his iK'ath received less than 
that. 
, 
It used to bo spoken of as a wonderful 


thing that tho senior Bennett paid two of 
his editorial writers $100 a week, and 
these two men wore spoken of as tnoso 
who had gained ihu highest prizes of jour- 
nalism i>xci'ptingtbo.si! which go with pro- 
prietary interests. Yet the number of writ- 
ers connected with the Greater newspapers 
who receive as much as th.'ic i-> now so 
large that it is 1:0 longer spoken of as an 
extraordinary salary. Some of the mo'S 
brilliant reporters, at loast in New York 
city, find it possible to earn as much as 
$5,000 B y:-;ir, atiA the earning capacity of 
ono special correspondent- W;A fo great 
chat lie was p^id a salary of $100 a week 
nnd required to give only six months of 
his time a year to the newspaper which 
thus employed him. The rest of the time 
he was at liberty to accept commissions 
from the iiiugxzincs, work which paid him 
quite us much ns his newspaper salary. 
- Quo writer still in the harness had for 
a number of years received payment at 
tho rato of $10 a column ojid furnished 
some 13 columns .1 week under these 
terms, but his work was In demand out- 
side, nod at last the editor ot the newspa- 
per said to him that if ho wouid furnish 
to the newspaper all of tho matter which 
he wrote he would be paid ns much as he 
could earn elsewhere. A quick computa- 
tion of his lotnl earnings fur two or three 
years was mode, ami it was found to aver- 
ago somo §;iOO a week. For r.bni sum ho 
agreed to tun; in tc the newspaper every- 
thing be wrote. This salary has been paid 
him for four years, and it is probably the 
largest that is now earned by any journal- 
ist who Is not also au owner. 


Many of the gnncr.-sl writers, men and 


women, who study the tusto of tho read- 
ers find themselves earning on the aver- 
age as much as flOO a week, and tho num- 
ber of those who can do this is increasing. 
The truth Is tho market—so insatiable Is 
tlio demand of the American people for 
reading matter that entertains or in- 
structs—keeps constantly ahead of tho 
ability to supply it, and this new t-enden-1 
cy is spokon ot by some of the ablest edi- 
tors who have watched its growth as one 
of the encouraging indications o£ tha 
i;reat growth of the American people in- 
litcrnrv tsiste and the overwhelming dt- 
sire to'bc instructed or Informed of all 
that coos on in the great world.

ENCKE'S 
COMET* 


"nincovorcil ti> Slsrht. 


Enck's comet, which bus just been dU- 


• covere'd, on its return by tho Italian 
astromoncr Cornlll', says a Boston paper, 
•who has a private observatory in tlie 
southern of tho kingdom, is ono of tbo 
best known 
of tho Jupiter group of 


comets. This group, so ' to as known, 
consists of niuteeii objects, till of which 
tiro members oC our solar system and are 
revolving about our sun in orbits of from 
three and one-half years to about double 
that time. The group is so-called because 
there Is every rcosuu to believe that these 
wanderers were intercepted iu their path 
through space by the giant planet Jupiter 
;ind perturbed into orbits about tlio sun, 
the distant cud of which rlcs in the neigh- 
borhood of tho orbit of this 
planet. 


Encko's comet is the most noted of this 
group, having been known to 
astron- 


mers for upward of a century and hiiviug 
been sufficiently well observed to conform 
very closely to its computed path. It was 
Jlrst seen b.v Mechain of Paris on Jan. IT, 
17S6, and was again discovered by Miss 
Carolina Herschcl in November, 17H3, and 
atter a few days by other astronomers. 
It was again observed in 1S03, but none of 
tho astronmers knew of the identity of tho 
objects they saw. 
In tlic winter of 181S- 


10 it was vliiblo for some seven week's, 
and Kncke- busied himself with tho com- 
putation of its orbit. 
Tn a remarkably 


short'timo ho had his computations fin- 
ished and was able to show tbat it was 
.moving in an orbit of three aud one-half 
years'period,that tho comets above enu- 
merated were Identical with it. and -that 
ir, had approached tbo sun eighteen, times 
In tho intervals, unobserved. Enclco next 
computed the time of its return, announc- 
ing this date as May 24,1822, having been 
delayed on tbo war somo nine days by the 
attraction cf Jupiter, and according to his 
table,tho objoctwas again observed on its 
return. This computation of Bucko's was 
»most remarkable ono involving as it 
did, some of the most intricate null labori- 
ous problems known to tho astronomers 
of tho timo.
